POLISH PROBLEM 


HE DIFFICULTY OF ESTABLISHING 
sufficiently to maintain an administration 
able to set the house in order for an election, 
ig due to the distrust among the Poles them- 
selves. Outside the influences Russia can 
bring to bear on what are labelled the “com- 
munists” in Poland, there are the old Polish 
Socialists who followed the late Marshal 
| Piisudski down the road to totalitarianism; 
amd the land-owners, who in Poland in the 
feudal days used to elect their king from 
“among the best families” and, consequently, 
plunged the country into civil war. In be- 
tween these two latter parties stood the 
| true democrats, or what would be called the 
Liberals of Victorian days, who hated the 
Russians but loathed the Prussians. 


There were also the Poles who favored | 


the Austrian regime, not only because Poles 
and Austrians are much alike in tempera- 
ment, but generally speaking they regarded 
the Austrians as friends who might ulti- 
mately be played off against either the Prus- 
sians or the Russians. Moreover, Austria 
being the temporal head of the Roman 
Catholic Church and the Hapsburg dynasty 
regarded as the king-pin of the Holy Roman 
Empire, there was a spiritual as well as 
political affinity between 
Austrians. The Galician province of Poland 
in the tri-partite division of Poland between 
Prussia, Russia and Austria had fallen to 
the Austrians. 

Galicia, now known as the province of 
Lwow, is the real bone of contention between 
the Poles and Russians, One of the largest 
“communities” in Galicia were the Jews; and 
the Polish feudalists held all the usual pre- 
judices of the landowners against the traders 


| who were mostly Jews. 


Under these circumstances the entangle- 
ment of the Polish problem in racial, polit- 
ical, economic and social prejudices is ex 


tremely difficult to unravel. Hitler’s solution | 


was extermination of the Poles or their 
transference into German communities as 
serfs. The Russiansolution may be a com- 
bination of policies based on agrarianism. 
The real point to be kept in mind is that 
whatever geographical boundaries are estab 
lished they have to be guaranteed by the

ASHINGTON—One of the foundation 
stones of the new foreign policy of the 
United States promoted by President Roose- 
velt and the State Department, is the lower- 


gress will approve the renewal and enlarge- 
ment of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
| Act, represents the first important step in 
that direction, The present act expires on 
| June 12, 1945. 

The new act, already introduced in the 
House and the Senate, faces much stiff op- 
position lurking along the pathway of pass- 
age, in committee hearings and in formal 
debates. No one may predict with assurance 
| what the decision will be, but plainly the 
| tariff debate in Congress will provide a con- 
fusion of argument in the background of 
international deliberations in other fields, 
j Notably the San Francisco Conference on a 
| world secirity organization. 

President Roosevelt's message to Con- 
| gress on March 26, advocating a new recipro- 
cal trade act, contained a series of convince 
ing arguments but none more persuasive 
j though possibly more difficult for an aver- 
age American to grasp, than this assertion: 
“We must recognize that we are now a credi- 
tor country and are destined to be so for| 
some time’ to come.” This argument is 
simply that in the long run the settlement 
of foreign commercial obligations must be 
made in goods. 

After the last war, the United States | 
jextended substantial credits to other coun: | 
| tries, but through the 1920's raised its tariffs} 
{until they reached an unprecedented level | 


in. the Smoot-Hawley tariff of 1930. This | 
| imposed limitation upon the ability of other 
countries to sell goods.in the United States, 


+ for the goods they bought in the United 
| States and honor their debts. It was on the 
| issue chiefly that prospects for international 
| stability and security vanished 

Lowering of tariffs, under the American 
| program, will be achieved by the United 
States taking the initiative in reciprocal bar- 
gains to reduce customs duty rates. If this 
is not done, the utility of extending substan- 
| tial credits to other countries will diminish 
because inevitably they cannot be repaid. 


‘THE NEW AMERICAN tariff battle, now 

in its initial phases, may concentrate on 
issues which seem more immediately prac- 
tical. How many jobs for Americans exist 
in expanded foreign trade? An official esti- 
mate here is that maintenance of U.S. ex 
ports at the level of $10,000,000,000 annually 
would mean jobs for 5,000,000 people. For- 
tunately, the effect of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments is not guesswork, but a matter of ex 
Between 1934, when the original 
U.S. exports to 


perience 
act was passed, and 1939 
countries which had signed agreements in 
creased 63 per cent. To nonagreement coun- 
tries, exporta increased only by 32 per cent 
Imports from agreement countries increased 
22 per cent, from nonagreement countries 
| by only 12 per cent. Mr. Roosevelt cited 
these figures in urging Congress to renew 
the act. 

A survey by the American Tariff League 
showed that under the 1934 act, there were 
245 reductions in agricultural tariff sched- 
ules and 156 of them for the full 50 per cent 
reduction permitted. In metals and manu- 
factures schedules, there were 237 reduc- 
tions, of which a third were for the maxi- 
| mum permitted. The character of the League 

was shown by its claim that this was “a 
more drastic downward revision than Con- 
gress undertook in the past 50 years,” and 
| that renewal would mean “another danger- 
ous step in the direction of free trade.” 


N RENEWING THE act, the President 
asked for power to sign agreements with 
other countries in which the United States 
could secure concessions by offering tariff 
reductions up to 50 per cent of the rates 
| existing on Jan, 1, 1945. 
has permitted reductions of 50’ per cent of 
rates existing in 1934, so that the effect of 
| the new act will be to authorize reduction 
| of 75 per cent of 1934 Fates, In cases Where 
the maximum reduction has already been 
made. This is the case in many schedules 
}that have been reduced in the Canada- 
| United States reciprocal trade agreements 
lof 1935 and 1938. Conversely, without an 
|expansion of the act at the present time, 
| further scope for tariff reductions between 
Canada and the United States will be strictly 
limited. 

President Roosevelt singled out Canada 
| and Great Britain for special mention in his 
| message to Congress. He said: “We are left 
| in this situation: Great Britain and Canada,

| At the same time, the renewal of recipro- 
cal trade agreement authority is only a part

} unnecessary. Charles P. Taft, special assist

“Our big customers, and especially Great 
| Britain and Canada, gave us concessions o! 
great importance, and we gave them nearly 
all our possible concessions. They are the 
very ones with whom we must do the 
quickest and most important bargaining for 
the postwar period and our powers to enter 
into agreements with them must be in 
creased.” He added: “There has been dis- 
cussion of a multilateral agreement with 
a large number of countries. This would 
have to be on a formula of flat reductions 
across the board.”

“Those of you who stay with 
the navy, togethér with those 
who come up the hard way from 
the lower deck are very definitely 
going to be the backbone of the 
navy in the future,” Admiral 
Nelles said. He listed the quaii- 
ties of a good officer as energy, 
“lots of it,” courage, which em- 
| braces the ability to make de 
cisions and stick by them; vision 
| or farsightedness, and finally the 
moral qualities, straight-shooting 
under al] circumstances. 

Keen in praise ‘of the naval 
college, Admiral Nelles said that 
despite suggestions that the col 
lege should have been set up at 
other— locations in Canada, the 
present site. was the best that 
could have been found under any 
circumstances. 

“From my own experience 
there’s nothing like it in the 
world,” he said. “It was great 
luck that We found such a place

North Sea coast, has advanced 
22 miles in the last 15 hours and

Groeningen is 18 miles from 
the coast and the principal town 
in this area. It may never be 
defended. 

About 30 Netherlands towns
